The latter, so far as 
American and other Allied pris¬ 
oners of war (except Soviet Rus¬ 
sia) were concerned, enjoved the 
protection of the Geneva Conven¬ 
tion.

"Needless to say, we Filipinos are 
very pleased with the signal suc¬ 
cesses achieved by the United States 
and her allies during recent months. 
After a long and hard struggle, the 
Germans have been pushed to the 
brink of overwhelming defeat and 
the end of the war in Europe is now 
clearly in sight. 

“In the Pacific, our gains have 


been no less impressive. Under the 
inspiring leadership of such men as 
General MacArtbur and Admiral 
Nimitz, the Japanese have been dis¬ 
lodged from ope position after an¬ 
other in their ill-gotten empire. In 
this connection, my people and I 
are extremely grateful that the 
Philippines are now being liberated 
from the tyrannical rule of the 
enemy. 

“Happy as I am that my country 
will soon be able to live in peace 
again, much remains to be done be¬ 
fore Japan is fully beaten. Aside 
from the additional campaigns which 
will be needed to obtain military 
victor}' in the Pacific, there is also 
the human factor to be considered 
in that other peoples of the Far East 
eagerly await to be freed from the 
enemy.

Thick Plantings 

Thick corn gives the best yields 
on good soil, according to G. H. 
Dungan, University of Illinois col¬ 
lege of agriculture. Land capable 
of producing 100 bushels an acre 
should be planted so as to have a 
stand of 16,000 plants per acre. This 
is equivalent to four plants per hill 
in hiUs 40 inches apart. On the oth¬ 
er hand, if the productivity of the 
soil is not high, planting four kernels 
per hill would be a serious mistake. 
Over-thick planting will reduce the 
yield, increase the percentage of 
nubbins and waste expensive seed, 
Dungan cautioned.

AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE. 
CALIFORNIA. DOES ORDAIN

SECTION 1. A Board of Rec¬ 
reation Commissioners shall be 
and is hereby created. 

(a) Said Board shall be com¬ 
posed of five members who must 
be residents of the Sierra Madre 
School District. 

(b) The members of said Board 
shall serve without compensation.

How¬ 
ever, an intensification of activities 
In the sale of Series E bonds began 
April 9, when millions of persons on 
payroll savings plans throughout 
the country were asked to enlarge 
their participation as a part of the 
Seventh War Loan. All Series E, 

F and G Savings Bonds and Series 
C Savings Notes processed through 
the Federal Reserve Banks between 
April 9 and July 7 will be credited 
to the Drive. 

During the final phase of the Drive 
which will cover the period from 
June 18 through June 30, subscrip¬ 
tions will be received from all other 
non-bank investors for the 2V«% and 
2(4% marketable bonds and the cer¬ 
tificates of indebtedness.
